to burning it It neemi natural to
suppose that by the first plan we restore
to Vie toll mnr.h greater amount of ma-
terial out of which to form other crops
thaa we can do by simply burning It
But do we reetore to the toil the matcrlnl
In form that can be amlmllated by the
next cfopr Can we make thli sttiMile

In increasing the fertility of
land, either by tuelf or by It action on
other snbstancoa contained In the soil?
Thene are questions which it la well caro-fuU- y

to consider.
That any considerable Quantity of tho

ttubble of ripe grain finds Its way lutothe
next crop that Is raised on the field, no one
will pretend to argue. Thoroughly ripen-
ed straw undergoes a very slow decompo-
sition, unless it is exposed to the combined
action of heat and molstnre; and experi-
ence demonstrate that straw particularly
wheat straw will often remain In the soil
fore, whole season with its form preserved
entire, and its appearance scarcely chang-
ed except by the absorption of water.
Finally ft Is true that the fibre of the straw
becomes disintegrated and the carbon is
lea on the land Instead oi being consumed.
But we must remember that chemically
carbon is of no use to the soil, thouph
mechanically It may be as an absorber of
moisture and the gase. It Is from car-
bonic add and not from charcoal, that

lants derive their supply of carbon. Thisfnert carbon, If we except about one per
cent, of nitrogen, is all that Is saved to
the sou by plowing the stubble under and
that would not bo returned to it if the
tame wcro burned.

Now let us consider the disadvantageous
form in which tho mineral suits are re-
turned to tho soil In the process of turning
unoeri They aro in the form or organized
matter and must wait until this organimn
Is entirely destroyed before, they can bo
resuscitated into living forms. The pot-
ash, phosphorus, soda, lime and silica,
separate or In combination, must remain
encased In carbon, which is one of tlio
moat Inaeatructible substances, until that
la slowly wasted away by the action of ox-
ygen. Years might elapse before the
silica, ' which is so necessary to give
strength to the stalk of the grain, would
again be made available. Now. In all our
prairie soils there is a great deficiency of
mis Baoaiance, ana consequently the grain
grown here is mnch more liable, to lodge
than that grown further north or east. It
is plain then that wo should manngo our
stubble so that this silica will not become
fixed, but will bo in a condition to bo used
over and over again as often as possible.
The same thing is truo of all the other
mineral substances contained in the straw:
they are not impoverished by use nor en-
feebled by constant employment.

Now let us seo how farming affects the
stub bio with a view of making it available
as manure for a future crop. Tho popular
idea Is that substances are destroyed by
the action of flame,, but such la not tho
case. Rot and firo accomplish exactly
the samo end in changing vegetable sub-
stances but the one effects ill a moment
what it Will require tho other years to
perform. Each decomposes; neither can
destroy; we have before shown that the
sooner this decomposition is effected in
the stubble of grain tho belter will be the
result. Straw, from tho fact that it con-
tains so little nitrogen and so largo an
amount of mineral substanco, should bo
burned ! but the same process would bo
very disadvantageous as regards stable
manure, or other substances which arc
rich In nitrogen. Thnso require to be
slowly decomposed, and it 1b preferable
that it be done beneath the surface of the
ground in order that all tho ammonia
which Is formed by tho diseugaged nitro-
gen and hydrogen may bo saved. Char-
coal here is necessary to absorb this jrns,
and that which is produced from the slow
rotting of vcgutitblo matter la very suita-
ble for this purpose. Itut tho samo need
does not exist in tho caso of tho lower
part of grain straw, as it contains little
else than carbon and mineral suliBtnnees.

Plowing stubblo under may produce
some mechanical good on certain soils,
that are very clayey or aro apt to run to-
gether and form a coherent mass ; but in
the great majority of cases stubblo leaves
the soil quito too porous, and there aro few
Instances where it is not advisable to roll
stubble before plowing It, in order to close
up, if possible, the cavity of the stalks.
This loosening of the soils of clayey land
is, perhaps, the only argument, if wo ex-
cept the retention of the carbon, that can
be advanced In favor of plowing stubblo
under. To offset this wo have tho addi-
tional expense of rolling tho land and tho
great disadvantage of tho stubblo inter-
fering with the movement of the plow and
the turning of the furrow.

But even In the case of clay lands the
argument Is with the fire. Nothing ren-
ders e for atrricultural pur
poses as does heat. It tends to pulvcrlzo
It and at the same time to render the sUlcn
soluble, and in a condition to unite with
potash and sodaL Every vino dresser
knows and every grain grower should
know, that there aro few better substances
to apply to either a vineyard or a Held
than pulverized brick. Tho cheapest and
by far the easiest mode of applying this
sort of manure is to burn over our clay
fields. ,

But besides tho chemical argument in
favor of burning stubble, there are others
which are equally forcible. Firo has al-
ways boen spoken of as a purifier, and lu
no place is it an cffloleut as in a stubble
field. The seeds of tho tares which have
grown along with tho wheat till tho timo
oi me narvest are, in a great measure, de-
stroyed by the tire that consumed tho
stubblo, and the same is true to an equally
great extent of the eggs and larva? of

Root Pruning Trees.

A. COHRESPONDKKT of the Florid and
Pomolopu says thut artizan gardeners who
generally have their plots of ground in
first-rat- e condition, find that their near
and apple trees make a great quantity of
wwu iu iui euepo ti strong, luxurtmi
shoots; their trees are the picture of good
health, but they have not much fruit If
they buy a tree, say three years old, the

hoots are usu&Uy very much shortened,
when planted and under ordinary circum-
stances It will put out vigorous branches
the ensuing summer, if, on the otherhand, the head of the tree has not been rnt
It will be very nrobablo that Instead of,
making shoots, flower-bud- s will be formed
the first, year. The owner may prune
and prune again his vigorous trees by cut-
ting out branches in tlio autumn, but this
only increase the evil. More roots havo
been formed during the summer, and these
will enable the shoots to juli with double
vigor next year. Let hun observe that
the tree which ho bought hud its roots cut
or mutilated in the taking; then let him
cat through the roots of hU strong-growin-

tree, stopping the channels tbrouirh
which the nutriment Is suoolied to the
branches, and he will find that Instead of
leaves he will get fruit, and In lieu of
large, straggling head. Which overshadows
his garden, and interieres Badly with his
vcgouiuiesana oowers, ne will liave a com-
pact tree full of frult-bcarln- spurs, and
ftighly prolific.

In fact man need not let his tree get
beyond a certain sIm, for by regularly
pruning the roots at stated periods iumuch greater enlargement will be prevent-
ed. Let any uerioa trv an titwrimimt In
October by removing the auU three feet
from the tree to be operated on, a yard in
depth, and with a sWp spade rutting

Cheap Bee Feeder.

JL cons wowpsKT of the Ameriton list
Jwtrmu gives the following plan for mak
ing a bee feeder;

i me tell the readers of the Dee Jour
nal what kiud of bee ftedur J use, and how
made. '

Take common gill glass, or half pint
maasure, fill it with hnty or sugar sirup,
draw over It piece pf coarse muslin, and
lecttrt Jf tj a small India rubber bind,

Then open one of tho holes In the honey-boar-

and Invert the glass or tumbler over
It The bees will suck out Its contents at
their leisure. Being tho honey
or sirup will not pass down quicker than
the bees require. When used on a nuclens
hive, Invert a tin cup or small earthen pot
over it, to keep away lllcs, wasps and
bees.

A larger tumbler may bo used when we
wish to glvo tho bees a larger supply of
food, to servo In caso of absence.

Huch a feeder costs only a trllle, and Is
within tho reach of all.

Another correspondent of tho same Jour-
nal gives tho following directions:

A rood boo feeder can bo made of anv
bottlo, of any size from two ounces to two
pounds.

But one having a sliort wldo neck and a
short dumpy body, with a squaro or nearly
square shoulder Utbn best. To nsn, fill
up with honey, sugar sirup or water; tie a
piece of fine cotton cloth over tho mouth,
and place tho neck of the bottlo In a hole
over the cluster of lees.

But ono that I prefer Is made of a glass
fruit Jar of tho Hero, or any

other screw top pattern. In
tho center of tho top punch fifteen or twen
ty holes. Over the holes solder a piece of
lino pcrloralcil tin, sucli as is used in
strainers. Around tho edgo of tho top,
outside, have a rim of tin of half an inch
wide soldered, to keep tho feeder from
hitching the honey-board- . To use, fill up
with honey, sugar sirup, or water; screw
on tho top, and plseo It over a hole In the
honey board over tho cluster of bees.

Liquid honey or sweetened water, to
stimulate bees in tho spring or summer,
can be given diluted, without any danger
of Its turning Into vinegar In tho hottest
weather ; and a month or two's supply of
water can be given at once. It' being air-
tight, the water will always bo g od ; and
those who water their bees In tho winter,
will 11 nd this a useful contrivance.

Bees sliort of supplies in winter feed
from tho above as quietly, and with no
mre excitement limn if lliu supply came
in tho natural way.

Educating the Horse.

Tmtitn Is a good deal of what may bo
termed human natureabout the horse, that
Is, a susceptibility to improve by educa-
tion. All domestic animals possess this,
In a certain degree, but tho horse Is more
than commonly endowed in this respect,
if left to himself, however, or but indiffer-
ently taught when young, tho horse, like
the neglected boy, will grow up with an
uncouth csrrlago,and though a serviceable
drudge, will fall to glvo pleasure to those
who may havo tlio management ol
him. A correspondent of tho Herman-tow- n

Telftriiph suggest a plan of treat-
ment for colts which seems to embody
the essentials of a sultablo education for
this Important portion of farm stock. Ho
says : " Tho outline of my plan may be
thus given : As soon as tho colt Is wean-
ed, he should havo Rood feed, and be han
dled every day if possible ; ho should bo
coaxed rather than made by force to do
anything. Never use a switch or tho end
of a halter strap. Bo firm, but not over-
bearing; it will bo found better to over-
look the fault, than to attempt and fall to
correct it. Never loso your temper; for
tho moment you do so, you at tho samo
tunc lose the advantage which you should
always have over him.

" During tlio winter, the con shook!
stand haltered tho greater portion of tho
time, either in his stable or out Iu tho open
air tho later for at least a portion of
every dav ; uso the currycomb and brush
ireely. Kcmcmbcr you aro lorinlng the
future, horse, and caro now taken In his
npp .'nranco or character is by no means
lost By tho time ho is a year old, he
should allow you to placo light articles on
his back without any resistance., and
should be taught not to be afraid of straps
lianglii!? loose either about tho Uouy or
heels. This education should bo repeated
during the second winter, and by the timo
ho is two years old, ho will quietly permit
himself to bo harnessed up alongside, of a
quiet horse (his mother if possible) and
driven about During tlio operation of
halter breaking, great enre should lie
taken to always make him walk fast fast
walking should bo made a part of his edu
cation, and ho will never forgot it during
tils utter lito. 1 kuow ot no colt which
Tnay not bo made a good walker if proper
ly tratneil when young; but this is a last
tune, and walklnit U too slow to keep up
with It." litmd Ante Yorker.

The Treatment of Tree Seeds.

Out people arc at lust waking up to the
importance, of trees, wliuthur for fuel, tim-
ber or shelter. Tho subject is beginning
to have a literature, as we last mouth no-
ticed tho " Forest Treo Culturiitt" of Mr.
Fuller. Upon looking over our corres-
pondence, we find a grout many queries
as to tho proper method of treating par-
ticular tree seeds, and wc ran bust answer
these queries In a lump. These seeds may
bo divided into two clauses, ono Including
those that must bo sown as soon as ripe;
the Kim and the lied and White (or Silver)
Maples ripen their seeds iu tlio spring.
Asiwo havo show n In a former number.
the failure with these seeds U duo to waut
of knowledge of tho fact that they ripen
Iu J uno, and that they must bo sown at
that time. If kept until the following
spriug, these seeds lose their vitality and
tail, but it sowu as soon as mature, they
make strong young plauU tho first
year. Other seeds needing immediate
sowing ripen iu autumn, and theso are
to bo treated as nearly as possible as
nature treats them. If late in autuniu wo
look beneath tho fallen leaves of an oak
tree, plenty of acorns will bo found from

Inch the radicle has protruded, showing
that germination has already cotnmeuced.
This will glvo tho hint as to tho proper
treatment of acorns, which are to be plant-
ed shallow, and the bed protected with a
good covering of leaves or other mulch.
Chestnuts, Horse Chestnuts and Buckeyes,
Tulip Trees, Hickories and Walnuts aro
treated in the samo way. Hickories and
Walnuts aro said to do well if mixed with
earth iu a cool cellar during winter, and
wo have succeeded perfectly well wi'h
Horse Chestnuts put in a box of earth and
exposed to tho weather all whiter.

Seed that are kept over wtutur should
bo preserved at a low and even tempera-
ture, and of course bo nuite dry before put
away, to pre vet mould. Tho following
are among the commonly planted seeds
that are usually to be had of aeod dealers:
Honey Locust, Osage Orange, tho Ashes,
Larch, Deciduous Cypress, Maples (except
red and white), tprucea, l'ine, and other
evergreens. Honey Locust it fresh, will
grow without preparation, but if old, it
should be scalded. Osage Orange must be
tproutcd; the others merely ncwl kibe sown
iu a ngui, ru n sou. iuvcrgrerug are very
tander when young, and aro apt to be

These are best sown in beds
where they can bo shaded by a lattice
work screen made of laths.

Vouug trees, like young pUttts, require
care, ami no one need sow the seed w ilh
tho expectation that they will take care of
themselves: Weeding, cultivation and
Ihiunmg must bo dully attended to, and if

drought, tho ground should bo covered
with a good mulch of sawdust, If they
aro left iu the seed bed over tho hrat win-
ter, they will need to be covered with
leaves.

General Rules for Pies and Puddings.

In boiling puddings, mind that tho
cloth be perfectly clci; dip it in hot
water, and dredge it well with hour. If i
bread pudding, tlo it loose ; if a butter pud
ding, tie it nearly close ; gooseberry and
apple pudding, Ac , should be tied quite
clo&o. . When you invke a batter pudding,
first mix tho tlour well w ith milk, and stir
in the other ingredients by degrees; you
will then havo it (smooth, without lumps.
The best way, however, for plain (miter

Imooing is to strain it turougii a course
lalr-stev- that it may Lave neither lamps

nor tho treadings irthe eggs; add for
the other puddings, strain tho eggs when
they are beateu up.

Be sure the water boils when yon put
.'uc puiiviiiig lu, buu turn ii seep oouiiig

an iuv unit--, anu mat yni Keep u always
covered with water ; yiu shoulj iU uiorw
it about two or three limes at llrt oi it
may slick to tho p4;dip the pudding into
cold water immediately after you lake it
out, which prevent it sticking. If you
boil your pudding in a dish or basin, butter
the InxUle before putting tlie padding in;

the same should be done to the dish for a
baked pudding- - or plo.

Tho quality of pie-cru- depends much
on the baking. If the oven lie too hot, the
paste, besides being burned, will fall ; If too
slack, it will lie soddened, and consequent-
ly heavy.

Pasto should bo made on a cold, smooth
substance, such as marble, with a light,
cool hand. It should be made quickly;
much handling makes It heavy. Great
nicety Is required In wetting the paste; too
nit to moisture renders It dry and crummy,
while, too much makes It tough and heavy;
and in either case, tr paste cannot tie east
ly worked. I'ractie. alone can produce
perfection in this art

Before commencing to make paste for
pies or dumplings, It Is necessary to place
near at hand everything naeiy to ne want-
ed, to inspect all the utensils, to prepare
all tho ingredients, and though last not
least, to wash tbn hands and nails perfect-
ly clean ; for the hands are the best)tools to
make paste with.

Always use good sweat butter, dripping,
or lard, for pie or pudding crust Homo
persons entertain the mistaken notion
that butter which cannot be eaten on bread
will do very well for paste ; on the contra-
ry, the baking or boiling of rancid fat In-

creases the bad flavor. It is a good plan to
wash tho butter in clear spring water before
using It Make two or three holes with a
fork in the cover of your pics, that the
steam may escape. Jcanit, in the German
totrn Telegraph.

Corn Cobs.

A wniTFn In the JVW Knrtand farmer
has great faith In the medical qualities of
corn cobs Tor many diseases or domestic
animals, as well as in the idea that they
contain much wholesome nntrimcnt for
well ones, and gives his method of prepar-
ing them. He says:

If you have to pay toll for grinding
them, they may not pay. But they may
bo used more economically. I once knew
a widow lady who was remarkable for the
good condition and fine appearance of her
cattle, and for the small amount of hay
sho used in wintering thorn, Hhe boiled
all tho cobs sho could collect, and gavo the
tea or broth to her two cows and to her
weak or Sick shnep and Iambs. In case of
sickness, her favorite mediclno was Har-
lem OH, or Mcdicamcntum. 8o successful
was she that tho neighbors used to say that
sho would tnko a dead lamb, and after
bringing It to life, it would start off bleat-
ing, ' Medlcamentura and corn cobs cured
mo.'

" I once trlod the experiment by boiling
three times a day a pailful of cobs, sprink-
ling on a little salt, and about two

of meal to each pailful of cobs,
and gavo them to the cow warm. With
tho cobs and 1,400 pounds of bushy hav
during tho winter, sue came outfit enough
ior neei. r or sica cows or sneep, l uo not
know of anything better than the broth of
Cobs to glvo them a start."

Carl Schurz to the Democracy.

sldlous acclamations and promises of aid f
Is it not truo, that but for that artful en-
couragement tho Southern people would
have recognized tho ImposBibillty of per-
petuating slavery, and that, abandoning
their false hopes, they might have long
ago commenced, by a gradual and peace-
able reform, to accomplish that which has
now neen accomplished py tn0 terrors of
revolution and wnrr That tho peaceable
and salutary course of reform was ,uot
commenced In timo you Northern Dem-
ocrats aro responsible "for It.

The Camilla Massacre.

Since tho New Orleans massacre, there
has been no moro infamous outrage than
the wholesale murder at Camilla, Georgia.
We have before us two versions of the
affair. One of these, the Democratic
account, got np with all the facts stated
so as to Justify the massacre, we find In
the New York World. That account states
that the pooplo of Camilla had been
greatly agitated for several days, because
of the announcement of a itepublican
meeting to take place there, and, though
the account Is silent upon this point, no
one questions the fact that there was a
general determination to prevent the meet-
ing. The pcoplo finally "heard" that
the negroes who were coming to tlio meet-
ing were all armed, and they became
alarmed for the safety of their wives and
children, if this numerous body of armed
men were permitted to enter the town.
Ho the Sheriff went out of town and mot
the procession, and Insisted that the ne-
groes and others who proposed to attend
the meeting should stack their arms out-
side the town, and then, unarmed, enter
the public square, where they might bo
shot down by the populace. The negroes
refused to lay down their arms or to enter
the trap prepared for them unless they
had the means to fight their way out
The Sheriff then rodo into town, and,
when the procession nearcd the Court
House, an "Intoxicated man named
Johns" ordered the music to stop, and fired
his musket The shot was answered by
the procession, when a body of armed citi-
zens fired Into the procession, killing a
number, wounding others and dispersing
the remainder, the Democratic account
places the responsibility for the murder
on the refusal of the procession to aban-
don their arms. Having resolved to hold
their meeting, and deliver their speeches,
according to their previous announce-
ment, they entered tho town, and met the
fate with which Forrest visited the un-
armed prisoners at Fort Tillow, and to
which the mob devoted the unarmed mem-
bers of the Louisiana Convention In New
Orloatis. The Wotitft account, which Is
sworn to, states that "seven negroes were
killed, all of whom wcro genteelly buried
by a committee appointed for that pur-
pose." Thirty or forty others were
wounded. Tho same account states :

who mmlo pond their escape. This mult Is tn be
attributed more to the phsrpnees and shrewdneHS
nt these Ktllsnt leaders In effecting their eerap
thnn to the waut of luleutioo on the pnrt ot our
people."

From this it will be seen that there was
a purpose to kill these three white men,
whoso guilt is proven by the fact that they
were all " Northern aliens" Pierce being
a Kentuckian by birth, and afterwards a
resident in Indiana and an oflleer of the
Union army; Murphy was in the Union
army under General Wilson ; Putney is a
Northern man by birth, who has gone to
Georgia to live. These men aro all citi-
zens of the United States ; but It seems
they are Infamous because they have
taken up a residence tn Georgia and refuse
to become rebels. One of them Is a candi-
date for Congress, and because he is a Re-
publican his right to hold a meeting lado-nic-

and tho regret is expressed that he
escaped tho Camilla massacro with his
llfo.

The other stateinont of tho facts in the
caso is, that Pierce and Murphy on tho
15th reached tho town of Americus,
Georgia. They registered their names In
the hotel book, and.wcre, soon after, or-
dered to leave tho house. They, however,
made their speeches, and were entertained
at tho houso of Judge McCoy, of tho 8u- -

Erime Court of Georgia. While at his
tho negroes attempted with drum

and fife to pass through the public square,
when an armed mob drove them out Tho
Mayor addressed tho mob, stating that
there was no purpose to hurt tho negroes,
but the "two white scoundrels should
die." Pierce and Murphy took rcfugo In
the office of the agent of tho Frecdmen's
Bureau until dark, after which tho agent
sent them through tho fields to a point
out of town, wliero ho mot them with a
wagon, in which they escaped into Leo
Couuty. Every road leading from Ameri-
cus was picketed that night with
armed men, and no secret was made of the
intention to kill Murphy and Pierce. On
tho l'.tth these same men, accompanied bv
seventy-fiv- e negroes, entered the town of
Camilla, pursuant to appointment to hold
a public political meeting. Four miles
lrom town they wero met by ono Johns,
who told them that ho was sent to notify
them that tho pooplo of Camilla would
permit no Radical speaking in thal'town.
Pierce accepted the warning to the extent
of sending a note bv a freedman to tho
Sheriff demanding protection. Tho Shcrilf
and poM answered in person, outside of
tno town, requesting l'lerco not to attempt
to enter; that a row was inevitable. Pierce
answered that he was violating no law
and would speak In Camilla. Tho Sheriff
men galloped back to town. Pierce and
Putney, iu a buggy, entered Camilla in
advance of their crowd, and went to tho
square; the procession entered, preceded
oy a wagon in wmon wero two drummers
and two tifera. Tho account then pro-
ceeds: .

" At a hundred Yards from tliA flnurl Tlnn... Ihn
hand-wago- was met by I he mm Joloia, with a
uouuia-ourroiie- enoi-cu- wnich he dlerhared
inkii ihe wagon, wound In two eotorvd men.
I pou (hi. Micro roeo up from either eldo of the
road upon which the colored peoplo were

the town, a large number of white men,
w ho had been concealed lu the uuder-gruwt- w ho
opened acrooe lire upon the colored people lu Ihe
road. A few of the colored people, having pta-nl- t,

endeavored to defend lhime!voe, but a ma-
jority of Ihem fled, kieiwra. l'leree and l'utuey
rnehed toward the soutcadlng parties, Mr. Pierce
throwing up hie hMid, and calling upon the free

to stop, saying 'don't do that, don't do
that.' Vpon this Ihe white., or a portion of
Ihem, turned upon I'm roe and Putney, and fired,
wounding Mr. l'lerco lu the leg snd Mr. 1'ulu. y lu
the elbow aud ehonlder. Boin. however, took to
Die wood and ewaiied, reaching tho plantation
of Mneers. triagg tt flah. two geatleaiea fromMaaachueit, at three o'clock thla morning.

"To return to the battle nr maaxaere of Camilla.
The rreediueu, who were armed, having emptied
their utalole, lied for their Uvea uch aa had not
alreailv huen placed Ar du cainUit the
wounded on ihe ground. The whites pursued,
eorue of them Unit aamirlng themselvea that Ihoeo
colored men left on the ground were dead by re-
peated finite at their iiroturnte hod Ire.

'Murphy and Janln endeavored to eecape In
their bngirv, but eight mllee from Camilla writ
oerrfoaVn y Hit nr tlx nkwnni men. Both die.
mounted from the bnciry, Janln taking to the
woode. and Murphy laklug refuge In deeerled
home, where he prepared lo eell hie lite aa dearly
aepoeelhle. Hie nureuere eurrounded the houee,
and demanded hie eurrender. He rofueed, and
told them tocommeuce flrlug. After some parley,
upon eolemn promise that he ehould not I've

harmed, nor dctat.ied, he came out, and while
talking to rueee of the party, he waa dealt hor-
rible blow upon Ihe head wlih a barrel of a gun,
In the kande of auether. He wae then, alter eoniudueetloulngaudeiaruiuatton, allowed to proceed
oa hie way.

"t'p to 8 o'clock thle morning the white people
were elill In pureull of the riot-lu- and wounded
with horeee aud bloodhounrie.

" The white people in Camilla boaet that one
pond cenulne twelve dead nigger. ' Thle poud
le uear the hou-- a of a Or. Daeher, tome two mile
from Camilla."

These two accounts agree In the essen-
tial particulars: 1. That the people were
determined to kill the white men who un-
dertake to mako Itepublican speeches In
Georgia to voters, a. That the massacre
at Camilla was a prearranged thing the
whites in town King all prepared with
ritlea and fowling pieces to shoot down
tho crowd. Tho fact Uiat no ono but a
Itepublican was hurt Indicates w ho were
aruied and tho relative strength of the
parties. 1 lad we a President w ho was not
really the instigator of 1 his rebel violence,
the right to hold a publio meeting at Ca-
milla and to advocate the election of Grant
and Collax, or any other candidate, should
be established If It required that an army
40,000 strong should march through
Georgia to effect that result As It Is, the
Slate governments at the South are not
able to give protection to the people, when
the rebels are all armed, and the President
of the United States aids and atta tho
violation of law and the massacre of those
who dare assert tho right of freeuwn to
speak and vote as their judgment may
prompt them. Tho only remedy is the
election of a President who will enforce
the laws and preserve the peace, and

AN UNPLEASANTNESS AT THE CORNERS—

HOW THE CITIZENS OF THAT
COMPELLED TO TAKE UP

ARMS IN THEIR DEFENSE—MR. NASBY'S

ACCOUNT OF THE AFFAIR.

Sept 84, IMA. I

For fear that colored statement uv the
recent unhappy affair wlch occurred at
this place may be sent North, to the

Democracy, I hereby make
a calm and truthful statement nv It I will
prefix my account by statin that the citi-

zens uv the Corners her alluz desired to
live on amicable terms with the colored
men. feelln that ther Interests are more or
less ldektikle. To show how completely
we hev conkered our prejoodises and how
much we desire peeoe I will state that for
a month ther hev bin only two niggers
hung, and them under circumstances nv
grate provocation. One nv em mado a
face at Issaker Gavitt, and tother refoozad
to give Kernel Punt credit for a load nv
watermelons, chimin that the Kernel al-

ready owed him, and that ther wuz no law
for a nigger to collect debts uv white
men. U v coorse we can't stand inslence
from em.

The late unpleasantnis in this
wise. The Kadikels nv this county lied

f;ivcn out that they Intended to hold a
meetln at this place on the 20th in-

stant I knew that ef they did it blood
wood flow, for I knowd the temper and
feelins uv our peaceable citizens. Ta
avoid bloodshed I sent word to em not to
come not to hold the meetin that ef
they did I cood not be held responsible,
and ther blood wood be on ther own
heads. Partikelerly I warned cm not to
come armed, for our citizens wont stand
that anyhow. We kin never permit men
who differ from us to carry arms, ez in
case we hev dispoota with em, they mite be
dangerous.

My well meant endeavors wuz frootlls,
and Issaker Gavitt thot he'd try. On the
mornln uv that day Issaker rode out to
find if they were bound to come In, and
also whether they wuz armed. He re-

turned reportln uv em comln, and every
man uv cm armed to the teeth. At 10 a.
m. tho procession entered the town, head-
ed by mooslc and the naahnel flag. Bz
It passed Bascom's, Issaker Gavitt, who
hod a double barreled shot gun in his
hand, happened accidentally to let the
hammer fall onto the nipple, when it
went off. Unfortunately it wuz pinted In
tho direction of the procession, and a nig-
ger fell from his horse with the top uv his
his head blowed orf. To increase the dis-

order a small rock, playfully throwed by
Kcrnal) Punt at about the same time,
struck another one on the head, and sev-

eral other rocks from others in and about
Bascom's knocked several more uv em
down. lied the niggers passed on quietly
all wood hev been well, but they didn't
Eager to quarrel, and full uv insolence, and
reely sckin a pretext to embroil us, the
procession stopped in wild confooshin,
many uv em takln to the woods to create
tho Impression that they had bin attackt
The dooplisssty of tho nigger caracter is
beyond findin out I Wo wuz surprised at
ther break in up so suddenly, and for a
mlnit we didn't know what to do.

Ef tho procession stopt in front uv Bas-
com's our citizens conjectured ther design
wuz to attack the grosery, wich is reely
the citadel uv the town. In Bascom's is
all the likkcr wo hev in Bascom's our

revels is held and Bascom's we
will defend it to the last I Wat wuz we
to dor Unarmed and helplis we were un-
prepared for this. But Heaven smiled
onto us, and give us the means to de-
fend ourselves. The rifles, revolvers and
shot guns belongin to the principle fam-
ilies uv tho Corners, and tho 'surroundin
county, happened to bo in Bascom's
etackt up behind his bar, and providen-shcll- y

they wuz all loaded and capped. In
a minit's time they wuz distributid, and
afore the mob cood organize to make the
attack, a well-directi- volley wuz poured
Into em. This dismayed em, and the en-tir- o

mass uv em, sich ez wuzn't killed, fled
to the woods. Two uv the blood-thirst-

wretches was shot nt In tho edge nv
woods, by the Captain and Elder

Pennibacker, who feared that they wuz a
goln In there to and return to
complete their dreadful work. Elder Pen-
nibacker killed one inhuman villain with
an axe, wich bud bin wounded in tho leg
and wuz found in a corner uv his fence
try in to stop the flow uv the blood. The
Elder wuz afcered he mite
All that day a posse uv citizens wero en-
gaged in quellin the fears uv the commu-
nity by huntin down these dangerous in-ce-n

lanes with dorgs and killin uv em, for
ez they exceeded us in numbers we reely
trembled for the safety uv our wives and
children. i

After a terrible day, the agitated town
wuz restored to its wontid peece, and the
citizens slopt ez yoosuah The castialtes
on our side is not so large ez mite hev been
expected, when we consider the fearful
purpose uv the barbarians who assaled us.
Deekln Pogram wuz seriously lnjoored by
a rock wich Issaker Gavitt histid strato up
in his unthinkin excitement, and poor
Kernel McPelter'e shot-gu- n bust the
second time he fired it, takin orf his thumb.
Theso injoorlee sustained by our citizens,
may be charged directly to the infernal
spcrit uv tho Inslent niggers who would
pervoke our peacefly inclined people. But
they Buffered for it Eleven uv em wnz
killed, and some thirty or forty wuz
wounded. The latter hev bin all cared for.
They wua taken to the County Infirmary
for treatment the expenses bein charged
up to em es a lien upon ther property,
wich will, uv course, be sold to defray it

Our citizens do not- boast uv wat they
hev done. They feel it wuz an unpleasant
dooty they hex! to perform, but they hed
to do It. Corrupt and reckless men hev
bin leadin the colored Decide astrar. and
they hed to defend theirselves. lied they
onty taken my auvice ana not attempted
to hold ther meetin this wood not hev
happened. lied they not hev come into
the Corners with moosic and a Naahnel
flag a flyin, they wood not hev bin killed.
And even then hod they gone on quietly,
after tho fust ono wuz shot and the others
wuz knockt down with stuns, I doubt
whether anything more wood hev bin dun.

They shoodent hev hold meeting. We
kin never endoor meetlns uv niggers, and
we never will. Knowin this why will
thev persist in holdin uv em 1

T1 he citizens uv the Corners agree unani-
mously (except Joe Bigler and Pollock,)
that all the blame must rest upon the nig-
gers. I don't bleeve in appeeU to arms,
but wat kin we do when we so driven?

A Drunken Man Driving a Locomotive
at Full Speed.

Wk learn from an engineer on this Hud-
son liiver Railroad the particulars of one
of the most exciting scenes probably that
ever occurred on the line ol that road. On
Saturday last the locomotive Arctic waa
standing on the track at Poughkecpsie,
awaiting tho arrival of the 9:43 a. m. train
from this city, "which it waa to couduct to
New York. The fireman of the engine
was a recent employe of the road, and
jumping off the locomotive repaired to a
neighboring saloon, where he became not
drunk but utterly wild and ungovernable
with liquor. i ,.,

The lime for the arrival of the train wat
fast approaching, and the engineer, becom-
ing alarmed at the absenoe of his fireman,
got off the engine to look for him. Dur-
ing his absence the fireman returned, and,
influenced by the devil, mounted the engine,
and with one desperate clutch opened tho
throttle which wasto sl the ponderous
machinery in motion.

Away the Arctic sped with the speed of
the whirl wind. For few niUutoa all
was consternation and exciiauwnt among
the lookers-on- . In a snouient the engine
with lu maniac driver waa out ol aigoi,
bounding along over the track at a rato
utterly fearful to contemplate, and suggest-
ing most torrible disasters to such unlucky
trains as titght be preceding it on this

track.. .

Whsjt to do how to stop the mad career
of the engine were the questions which
presented, themwim for solution to the

minds of the railroad officials at Portgh"
keepsie. There was bnt one recourse, and
that was to telegraph to the station master
at New Hamburg to throw open the switch
at that point, and run the flying locomo-
tive off the track. But before the
agent at that place could execute
the order, the Arctic came tearing along
at Its greatest speed, passed the station in
safety, and was flying on its course like a
demon cf destruction. Orders were sent
ahead for the track to be torn up, as it
was determined that If possible no one
should be harmed by the freaks of the
madman but himself, neither his life nor
the value of the engine being considered
of the least account when the lives of so
many others were depending on the result.

Fortunately the engine was stopped by
causes within Itself, rather than by any of
the measures uggested for iu overthrow
and destruction. The engineer at Pough-
kecpsie, when he left the engine to look
for nls absent fireman, had both pumps at
work filling the boiler with water. The
fireman either did not know how to shut
off the flow of cold water or had over-
looked In his frenzy and excitement the
fact that the pumps were at work, and
neglected to shut them off, and after run-
ning about a dozen miles the pressure of
water upon the boiler was so great as to
cause an overflow, the flrea went down,
steam was exhausted, and the engine
stopped for want of the necessary driving
power.

The fireman then took the cushions
from the engineer's seat, laid them down
In the gutter alongside the track, and
coolly deposited himself upon them for a
comfortable snooze, unmindful of the ter-
rible excitement and apprehensions of
disasters he had caused along the line of
the road. The engine was subsequently
brought back to Poughkeepsie none the
worse for its mad journey, and the faith-- ,
less fireman was discharged trom the em-
ploy of the company. Troy Timet.
